Israeli Ship Flew Nazi F lag 
On Last Visit, Hailed In Texas 


GALVESTON—A ship which paid its last call to this 
port under the Nazi flag, sailed into this gulf coast harbor 
with an Israeli crew to receive a royal welcome by the local 
Jewish community, according to The Jewish Herald-Voice of 
Houston. 

The SS Elath, largest cargo vessel in the Israeli mer- 
chant fleet, arrived here to load 12,000 tons of wheat destined 
for Israel. 

Her commander, A. Chadrov, explained that the British 
who captured the former Nazi vessel during the last war, had 
sold it to the Israeli government a few months ago. 

The 43-member crew are all members of the Histadrut, 
lone Israel labor party.

HE FOOD column of the Jerusalem Post, conducted by Molly 

Lyons Bar-David (who certainly manages to get around) not 

only contains ideas for the cooks among our Post readers but gives 
us some inkling of the food situation in Israel. 


To introduce a group of puddings, Mrs. Lyons first remarks 
“if you are one of those lucky souls who can afford the price of 
almonds, or get a package of raisins from Cousin .Kate abroad, 
you can enrich these recipes ... the amount of fat given here 
too, is the minimum—if you can spare a bit more, put it in.” 


BREAD PUDDING 


2 cups day ojd bread cubes 1 egg 

1 tsp. soda 1 tsp. mixed cake spices 

1 cup lebenia, 1 tsp. butter, nuts and dried 
% cup sugar fruit if available 


Remove crusts ‘from bread. Cut in cubes. Sprinkle with soda, 
pour over lebenia. Let stand until soaked. Mix well with rest of 
the ingredients. Melt butter in top of double boiler, grease well 
all around. Pour mixture in and let steam 1% hours. 


RICE PUDDING 


te cup rice 1 isp. salt 
43 cup sugar | 4 cups milk (use powder), 
1 tsp. vanilla lemon rind, or grated nutmeg 
Mix ingredients. Bake two hours slowly until the rice has 
softened; uncover, let brown slightly. Serve hot. Very nice with 
raspberry juice, as a sauce. Tart lemon sauce is also fine on this. 
POTATO - CARROT PUDDING 
1 cup grated raw carrots Ye tsp. salt 
1 cup grated raw potatoes 1 tsp. cinnamon 


% cup sugar % tsp. ginger 
% cup fat 1 tsp. soda 
1 cup flour 43 Cup hot water 


(This should have figs, dates, raisins, nuts — but skip them 
and use dried peel). 

Cream shortening and sugar together. Add grated carrots, 
potatoes and chopped peel or fruit. Sift flour. Add salt, soda and 
spices. Add alternately with hot water to mixture. Blend well. 
Turn into a well-greased pan or mould with cover and steam 
three hours. Serve with favorite sauce. It’s a wonderful rich 
pudding. 


ORANGE FRITTERS 


1 cup flour 1 reconstituted egg 
1% tsp. baking powder 4% cup milk 
% tsp. salt sugared orange slices 


2 tbsps. sugar fat for frying 
Sift dry ingredients. Beat egg and add to milk. Pour into dry 
ingredients. Stir until batter is smooth. Drop sugared orange slices 
to batter. Pick out with a fork and fry in deep hot fat until golden 
brown. Serve hot. 
ORANGE RICE PUDDING 
Slice oranges thickly and put into a greased pie dish. Cover 
with boiled rice mixed with sugar, grated orange rind, and a little 
egg powder mixed with orange juice, and one fresh yolk. Cover 
with a meringue of the beaten egg white, mixed with sugar. Bake 
wntil slightly browned in a slow oven. Serve hot or cold. 
SEMOLINA PUDDING 


Semolina cooked in water, with a rich powdered milk solution 
with sugar) added at the end, makes a tasty pudding if poured 
into a mold, and then served with a sauce. If you grate a little 
orange peel into the pudding, and serve with a good orange sauce, 
you get a very Satisfying dessert. 
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Training Bureau Should Be Reopened! 


HE suspension of the Training Bureau for 


Jewish Communal Service is a tragedy 
for the Jewish community. 

But it may serve a healthy purpose 

That is if the Training Bureau can be sal- 
vaged, and the attention of the Jewish com- 
munity directed to the plight of its most im- 
portant agencies—its institutions of learning. 

The American Jewish community has been 
so involved in the urgent needs in almost 
every direction for millions of dollars for Is- 
rael, for relief and for anti-Defamation work, 
that it has unwittingly injured vital domestic 
Jewish agencies, 

This is not a matter of either, or. All that is 
fnvolved in the Training Bureau case is $100,- 
000 annually. And we know many Jewish men 
who give that much annually to their local 
Jewish drives. 

But so beneficent is the work of the Training 
Bureau that its significance can hardly be over- 
emphasized. The school took trained social 
workers and gave them a Jewish background. 

Here we are spending millions of dollars on 


centers and other communal agencies, and for 
years we have been complaining about the lack 
of Jewish content of their efforts. 

Finally when something is done to correct 
the situation, we refuse to support it. 

Poor judgement it seems to us. 

The Post is not totally without blame in 
this matter. Almost two years ago George 
Rabinoff, head of the Training Bureau, and 
Sidmey Hollander, former president of the 
Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds, asked The Post to tell the story of the 
school to the Jewish community so that aware. 
ness of the need might forestall the wave of 
allocation cuts. We did print an item here and 
there, but obviously we failed to do the job 
adequately. 

Not much funds are needed. 

What agency and what Jewish community 
or what individual will wire The Post this 
week a few hundred dollars, or $1,000, from 
its emergency funds to start a campaign to 
raise the funds required to reopen the Train- 
ing Bureau? 


A Parent And 


E like the item recounting how one 
Jewish parent’s vigorous protest car- 
ried through despite repeated rebuffs was re- 
sponsible for the shifting of the Asbury Park 
High School senior prom from Friday night to 
Saturday night. Pm 
But where were the rabbis of Asbury Park 
that they long ago did not make the protest? 
And where are the rabbis in every commu- 
nity throughout the United States who have 
resigned themselves to acceptance of every 
form and category of impediment to observ- 
ance of the Sabbath in many cases accepted 


without any remonstrance by themselves. 
No one is going to respect the rabbinate 
until it respects itself. 


There is not one reader of The Post who 
doesn't know and have the highest regard for 


The Rabbis 


certain rabbis, whether they happen to be their 
own or rabbis in other congregations of oppos- 
ing viewpoint. 

In almost every case, on analysis, it will be 
seen that they are the rabbis who will not 
tolerate compromise and who are not afraid 
to speak up against wrong. 


Banded together in convention assembled, 
the rabbinate often speaks its mind clearly 
and fearlessly. And individually too, cour- 
ageous rabbis refuse to tolerate wrongdoing 
regardless. But these are the exceptions. Too 
many rabbis have accepted the indifference of 
the laity as their own standard, and acquiesce 
by their silence in continued and repeated vio- 
lations until they fail to distinguish right from 
wrong. 


Responsibility For Decline Of Hebrew Schools 


£ are witnessing the decline of the com- 
W munal Hebrew Schools in Jewish life in 
America because of the competition of the 
three wings in Judaism. 


The complaint of Rabbi Israel Tabak of Balti- 
more (NJP, April 27, ’50) that the Hebrew 
Schools were being “secularized” is the newest 
attack on the system. 

Rabbi Tabak is chairman of the Rabbinical 
Council (Orthodox) of America education com. 
mittee. 

But the main injury to the Hebrew School 
system has come from the Conservative belief 
that synagogue-sponsored schools can _ best 
exploit Hebrew education among Conservative 
families. 

As for the Reform it has made its contribu- 
tion to the downfall of the Hebrew School by 
its indifference, often not alone on the part of 
the Reform laity, but also the Reform rabbi. 

The main theses of both Orthodoxy and Con- 
servatism is that the communally-supported 
Hebrew School does not develop Orthodox and 
Conservative Jews, It develops unadjectived 


Jews, just plain Jews. Conservatism ration- 
alizes in many cases, this thesis on reasoning 
more acceptable to them, that the rabbi can 
obtain greater allegiance from his own congre- 
gation to his own school than he can to a city- 
wide school. 

The Post refuses to go along with this. The 
earnest rabbi can whip up just as great an at- 
tendance at the city-wide school, if he really 
sets his heart to it, as he can fo his own 
school. It depends, as does so much else in 
Jewish life, on his attitude. 

If the Hebrew School is allowed to wane, we 
are making a step backward. 

Rabbi Mordecai M. Kaplan made a signifi- 
cant observation in this respect when he said 
that the communally-supported Hebrew School 
was one of the strongest factors making for 
the emergence of organic communities. 

So those who can see a little ahead should 
recognize that the Hebrew School is the Jewish 
school of the future, and to fragmentize Jew- 
ish education is to do inestimable harm to not 
only Jewish education but to the developing 
and maturing U. S. Jewish community as well,

To A Church Yes, But Not A Synagogue 


ERE are at least a hundred good edi- 

torials in the item in last week’s NJPost 
telling about the two congregations in Hyde 
Park, Lond Island. 

The First Congregation Presbyterian Church 
is using the New Hyde Park Synagogue-Center 
building for regular services. On the other 
hand the new Reform Temple is using the 
building of the Community Church for its 
services. 

The Synagogue-Center is Conservative. 

The $64 question is obvious. 

But before the Synagogue-Center can be criti- 
cized it should be remembered that less than 
ten years ago the Reform Congregations in 
our larger cities were inhospitable, often bor- 
dering on open hostility, to the emergence of 
much-needed new Reform Congregations in 
their own community. 

But still and all, the point must be made 
with considerable emphasis that the time must 
come and quickly when Jewish religious bodies 
cooperate more fully with ome another. In 


Hyde Park, although The Post article does not 
say so one way or another, there may have 
been a time differential which would have pre. 
cluded the Conservative Group from offering 
the use of its premises to the budding Reform 
Congregation. The First Presbyterian Church 
may have been invited in before the Reform 
group was organized. 

But even so it is doubtful that under the 
present expansion of Reform and Conserva- 
tism that any Conservative Congregation would 
take into its bosom so to speak so bitter a 
competitor. 

The article should be broadcast as widely as 
Possible in the Jewish community, however, 
for all other considerations apart, it points up 
the fact that Jewish groups are often less hos- 
pitable one to the other than they are to non- 
Jewish groups. 

The Reform or Conservative Congregation 
that would rush to offer its edifice to a church 
would not even give a second thought to the 
same offer to a homeless Jewish congregation. 








I have a couple of letters from 
non-Jewish readers which I 
think you will find interesting. 

The first is from Paul V. Mat- 
kin, an Indianapolis architect: 

“Permit the writer, personally 
to say, as a member of a Christ- 
ian faith, that I have enjoyed 
very much, reading your paper 
each week as it arrived. While it 
has always been interesting to 
me, te endeavor to learn just 
why people think as they do, and 
especially in a religious way, 
that would seem to definitely in- 
fluence their lives, and daily con- 
tact with their fellow-men; I 
have found it interesting in past 
years, to study many of the 
English translations of the Tal- 
muds, also the writings of 
Josephus, and others, not of 
course, to neglect the bible. 

“I have purchased and read a 
number of books written by 
modern Jewish leaders pertain- 
ing to your faith. Your paper 
however, has interested me, be- 
cause I feel it shows very clearly, 
to those who are_ interested 
enough to “try to read between 
the lines, how your faith influ- 
ences your thinking and conse- 
quently your actions, in your 
everyday living here in 1951. I 
believe I have learned something 
of interest to me in your daily 
approach to affairs, as you 
frankly and earnestly discuss 
among yourselves subjects of 
vital interest to your lives today. 

“There is an old jingle that ex- 
presses my sentiments, i.e., 

“If I knew you, and you knew me, 
"Tis seldom, we would disagree.” 

“I feel as a member of the 
brotherhood of all mankind, 
that I have perhaps gotten a 
peep behind the scenes in your 
working faith today, and while 
we may differ slightly on less 
important details of our daily 
approach to our faith-yet under- 
neath it all we agree on the basic 
fundamentals, in common to all 
who search for it.”

HE SECOND is from Mrs. 

Yvonne Bench. I have told 
you about-her before. She used to 
live in Rogersville, Mo., and has 
now moved to East Peoria, Il. 
Her letter needs no further in- 
troduction: 

“I have just finished reading 
your editorial “Good enough for 
Christ, Good Enough for Jews,” 
and I thought, “How very true.” 

I sat down immediately and 
wrote the enclosed poem from 
my personal experience which I 
think harmonizes with the theme 
of your editorial. 

The thing that puzzles me is 
why more Christian bible stu- 
dents do not come to this same 
conclusion. 

I wonder if you might con- 
sider the poem worthy of a place 
in your paper.

No one has said so in as many 
words, but one gathers the impression from their speeches and

THIS GROUP IS HEADED by Lessing Rosenwald and Elmer 
Berger and is today in the saddle in the Council for Judaism. 
They are the extremists and the fanatics. So long as they make 
Council policy the organization can never be more than a splinter 
group, without any true effectiveness on the American scene, be- 
cause this kind of. extremism has no appeal to any American, 


Jew or Gentile. 


But there is another group of members in the Council which 
does not appear to subscribe to this kind of madness. The members 
of the second group are also anti-Zionists; they also oppose Jewish 


nationalism and any relationship whatsoever between American 
Jews and Israel. They do not hate Israel, however. They think 
that creation of the Jewish State was a mistake, but now that 
it is in existence they accept it. They have respect for its citizens 
and for its government. They wish it well. Many of these people 
look forward to visiting Israel. They contribute to the United Jew- 
ish Appeal, not as Zionists, but as humanitarians who wish to 
help refugees or co-religionists in need of assistance.

THIS MORE REASONABLE GROUP is not clearly defined 
or organized, and so has no recognized leadership. One of its more 
prominent spokesmen, however, is Rabbi Irying Reichert of San 
Francisco. Another member is D. Hays Solis-Cohen of Philadelphia. 
From the Zionist point of view, I might add, these’ men are the 
more “dangerous”, for if they should ever become ascendant in 
the leadership of the Council and in a position to dictate its pro- 
gram, they could make of the Council for Judaism a more normal, 
more reasonable body which could conceivably appeal to a larger 
number of American Jews. Zionists need have no fears of the 
Council so long as the fanatical leadership remains in power, 
however, 

Elmer Berger, Lessing Rosenwald and their handful of stal- 
warts will never change. No matter what adjustments occur in 
conditions they are monolithic in their views. The other men and 
women, inspired by lofty ideals and a deep devotion to Judaism 
as they understand it, are more tolerant and more understanding. 
It is no secret that the Zionists, too, are today revising many 
once sacred beliefs, and adjusting their outlook to the realities 
of the existence of Israel. I can foresee a period when the two’ 
groups, without sacrifice of any principle and without compromis- 
ing one iota, may gradually and imperceptibly drift together and 
join hands at least in some mutual efforts: common humanitarian 


‘ effort for aid to Jews overseas and preservation of Judaism in 


America. 

And Berger and Rosenwald will to the last cling to their tat- 
tered flag and isolate themselves from the world, while at the 
Same time hurling imprecations at all who disagree with. them.

OR SOME reasons Rabbi 


Louis M. Levitsky of New- 
ark and myself seem to be kin- 
dred souls or whatever it is used 
to describe _ people whose 
thoughts on most problems seem 
to be alike. 

Recently I wrote an editorial 
discouraging public seders. How 
Rabbi Levitsky feels about this 
subject, is shown in the follow- 
ing excerpt from his Oheb Sha- 
lom Review, the congregational 
bulletin. 

“For several weeks before Pass- 
over, many of our members 
asked me to have a public seder. 
Their arguments were sound and 
cogent. Many of them have not 
been to a seder in many years, 
and now that their children in 
our religious school learned 
about Passover, they would like 
to be at a seder. If they saw 
one in operation, and participated 
in it in the manner in which they 
fee] a seder would be conducted 
by the Synagogue, they would 
know how to make one next year 
by themselves. The model seder 
arranged by our children, they 
say, does not fill the need. They 
all understand that I object to 
anything that will be made a 
substitute for a home seder, and 
so they introduced their request 
with the statement that they 
would like it on the second night 
of Passover, so as to remove the 
fear that some would abandon 
their traditional seder with their 
families. 

“IT can honestly say that noth- 
ing has been urged upon me with 
so much understanding of the 
problem, and with so much sin- 
cerity as this request. I'll be 
frank to admit that I was almost 
won over by the genuine desire 
of so many people, especially 
younger people who never en- 
joyed or understood a seder, to 
return to Jewish tradition. My 
reason for not yielding, however, 
is one that I am sure all of you 
will understand, especially since 
my petitioners, I recognize, are 
genuinely interested in revitaliz- 
ing Jewish life. 

“My reason is that we must in- 
sist upon the restoration of the 
Jewish home to its historic posi- 
tion. Even a seder on the second 
night is still taking~ something 
out of the home that should be 
restored to it. * * * 

“Judaism is basically a religion 
of the home, in whose practices 
every member of the family is 
to participate. To take any of it 
out of the home, even if it be to 
the synagogue, is to do a dis- 

service to Judaism. It is a diffi- 
cult task to put it into a home 
which never had it, or to restore 
it to a home from which it has 
been removed. It only means 
that we must exert more effort. 
It will involve a lot of work and 
call for much patience, but the 
reward will be large.”

HE DIFFERENCE between 
presentation of an oratorio, 
oratorio style, and an oratorio 
concert style, is the clearest 
point of separation between Co- 
lumbia’s “Elijah,” reviewed here 
some time ago, and Bibletone’s 
Elijah,” sung oratorio style.

THE CONFINES of the pas- 


sion and tale in “Elijah” are 
thus rigidly defined. The story 
is scripture, and its emotional 
wounds are bleeding wounds, but 
like Christ’s, to be contemplated, 
almost abstractedly; seldom 
joined. Except for the deeply 
religious, an oratoria sung ora- 
torio style is often wearisome 
to follow with the heart, since 
the idea is, in the beginning 
so pre-ordained as to become, in 
its denouement, as classical as 
a Japanese play. 

The performance of an ora- 
torio as such, especially in a 
home of worship, is generally 


in service of the Holy Book it- 
self—a decorously artistic hand- 
maiden to Job. In the concert 
hall, the same piece of work be- 
comes imbued with more dyna- 
mic personality and the “every- 
manness” of a morality play. 

To say that this was an ace 
quired taste would be perfectly 
correct, since most. oratorios 
were not written with this end 
in mind. . Mendelssohn himself 
directed that the singers “act 
and speak as if they were liv- 
ing beings ... not be a musical 
picture, but a real world .. .” 
Unfortunately, the composer lit- 
tle imagined that there was to 
evolve a whole corps of profes- 
sional musicians whose sole un- 
witting aim in life was to defeat 
his wishes. They are the men 
and women with “oratorio voi- 
ces,” the conductors with fixed 
ideas, organists who never seem 
to have heard of the “grand con- 
sole.”

BIBLETONE’S ABRIDGE- 
MENT of “Elijah” preserves the 
eentral theme of the work, and 
as a major production for so 
specialized a company, succeeds 
where under other circumstane 
ees it would not. 

The’ soloists - sing passably 
well, with perhaps a special] nod 
going to the ladies. The organ 
music is alternately good and 
disappointing, the fault, we sus- 
pect, of the recording as much 
as anything else. The massed 
chorus of 300 voices is the best 


thing about the production. It 
sings as if from one throat, 
with that lambent ease’ charac- 
teristic of carefully chosen 
voices. 


In spite of the vast amount of

THE DERBY also affords ample opportunity for the Jews of 
Louisville to exercise their sense of humor. One of their more 
pungent witticisms has to do with one Ben Levine who was on 
his way to the track. “I hope I break even,” Ben kept muttering to 
himself, “I need the money.” 

Horse-racing must have caught the fancy even 
man, thousands of years ago. The horse was one 
domesticated animals. 

In the lives of the Hebrews of antiquity the equine was not 
of paramount importance. He was not included in the list of 
domestic animals of the patriarchs. He was not mentioned in the 
Ten Commandments, while the ox and the ass were specified in 
the Decalogue as beasts the coveting of which was forbidden. The 
horse was known, of course, to the Hebrews from the days of 
their sojourn in Egypt. The first mention of the animal in the Old 
Testament is in conjunction with Joseph. When the Egyptians 
during the bread famine brought their cattle to him to barter for 
grain, he “gave them bread in exchange for the horses.” (Genesis, 
47:17) 

BECAUSE OF THE HILLY CONFORMATION of Palestine, the 
country was not favorable to the use of the horse. Chariots were 
employed in restricted numbers by the Hebrews and only on the 
plains along the coast and almost exclusively for warlike purposes. 

King David was perhaps the first to establish a cavalry in 
Israel and King Solomon introduced horses on a large scale from 
Cilicia and Egypt. For some of them he paid as much as $3,000

The poets and prophets of the Old Testamept admired the 


beauty, the strength and the swiftness of the war-horse. Solomon 
compares his beloved to “a steed in Pharoah’s chariots” (Song of 
Songs, 1:9). Habakkuk speaks of horses that are “swifter than 
leopards,”” (1:8) 

But the grand description of the war-horse, who “swalloweth 
the ground with storm and rage,” a description that is unsur- 
passed to this day, is in Job (39:19-25), Nonetheless, many a warn- 
ing is given in the Old Testament against putting one’s trust in 
a horse. Says the Psalmist, “A horse is a treacherous thing for 
safety” (33:17). 


MANY REFERENCES are made to equines in the Talmud. An 


interesting warning enjoins one not to live in a city where the 
neighing of horses is not heard (Pes.,113a). 
Perhaps it was Mohammed and his adviser, Tabib, a Jew 


from Yathrib, who were responsible for starting the thoroughbred. 
It is upon the recommendation of Tabib, that Mohammed ordered 
to confine his war horses to desert ground, but within sight of 
fresh running water, for several days. At the end of the period 
Tabib advised the Prophet to instruct his followers to lower the 
bars. The fevered animals made a dash for the water. Mohammed 
waved his hand and the trumpeter sounded the charge. Most of 
the horses never paid heed to this call. They stopped at the stream 
and began to drink the water. A few, however, at the sound of 
the bugle pricked up their ears, leaped the stream, and got into 
battle formation. It is these few whose lives the Prophet had 
spared. Their faint-hearted companions he put to death. 


HOW MANY of the brave and noble beasts Mohammed had 
spared is not known. Some say five, others five hundred. But these 
are the antecedents, the propogators of the thoroughbred—the en- 
during, wiry, agile race horse.

The Kentucky Derby is beholden for its origin to Col. M. Lewis 
Clark, a Loujsville sportsman (‘and descendant of the stalwart 
American Explorers Lewis and Clark) who, during his travels 
in England and France, was fascinated by the running of the Epsom 
Derby, the St. Leger and the Oaks. He was “taken,” literally 
and figuratively, by the novel and popular “mutual” system of 
betting in France. 
Clark had no trouble in selling the idea to his friends;.it is 
Said that carpenters still were nailing supports on the stand when 
the Derby was opened for its inaugural six-day program May 17, 
1875, 
But for 27 years some of the most experienced race executives 
failed to make the track pay until Col. Matt Winn took over to 
glamorize it and make it America’s No. 1 sporting event. At the 
Diamond Jubilee in 1950, he was the only man able to boast that 
he had seen every Kentucky Der- 
by since 1875. Unfortunately, the 
75th Derby was the last for him. 
| He died shortly after at 88.

Assembly. 

He declared he does not remem- 
ber ever paying dues and as far 
as he’s concerned, he was not in 
the RA.

A member of the Yeshiva Uni- 
versity faculty for the past three 
years, Rabbi Arfa also teaches 
Hebrew at Hunter College. He 
has served as assistant editor for 
Schocken Books and at one time 
was associated with the Hillel 
Foundation of Temple University.

Asked if he were going to do 
anything about the suspension, 
he said that he intended to take 
the matter up but he has been 
“too busy.”
